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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
07, 2008 has been entered. Claims 57 and 63 has been cancelled and new claims 68- 
77 has been added. Claims 53-56, 58-62 and 64-77 are now pending in the present 
application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The references listed in the Information Disclosure Statement filed on October 
30, 2008 have been considered by the examiner (see attached PTO-1449 form or 
PTO/SB/08A and 08B forms). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 53-56, 58-62 and 64-77 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Arguments are 
directed to newly added limitations and the new ground(s) of rejection based on the 
newly added limitations follow below. 
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Claim Objections 

4. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claim 75, on page 9 has been renumbered as claim 76 for 
purposes of examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 68-77 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With respect to claim 68, applicant recites the limitation "said second email" on 
lines 1 5 & 1 8 of claim 68, however there is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

With respect to claim 68, applicant recites "said second email" on lines 15 & 18 of 
claim 68 and "said second email message" on line 17 of claim 68, however it is unclear 
if "said second email" corresponds to "said second email message" or "said second type 
of email message" respectively, and this makes the claim indefinite. 
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With respect to claims 69-77, they include the same issues explained above for 
parent claim 68, and are rejected for the same reasons as explained above. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 53-56, 58-62 and 64-67 are allowed. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 53-56, 58-62 and 64-67 are allowed. The reasons for allowance are clear 
on the record and in view of Applicant's remarks/amendment filed on October 07, 2008. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
